‘* THE LOST SOUADRON '' AT 
THE SAVOY, DUBLIN. 


By Ovr CINEMA CORRESPONDENT. 

How Hollywood treats those airmen who 
undertake the daring ''stunt ” flights which 
attract money to the box-offices of the 
cinemas of the world is the theme of ‘‘ The 
Lost Squadron,”’ the principal item in the 
Savoy, Dublin, programme this week. It was 
an excellent idea for a film that would bé 
at the same time a satire, a character study, 
and a thrilling melodrama, and the result Is 
a picture story that should satisfy everyone. 
Here are thrilling pictures of the “ stunt 
fliers at work in the making of a big war 
film, and there are revealing moments at a 
“first showing” of a film in Hollywood 
itself, with the police holding the immense 
crowd in check, and luxuriously clad 
stars’ saying their ' few words ” into the 
microphone as they enter the cinema. The 
material is magnificent, but some confusion 
of motives made it impossible to secure the 
best use of it. 

“The Lost Squadron” might have been 
one of the greatest of “ stunt '” melodramas, 
or it might have been a blistering satire 
of Hollywood methods; as it stands it 
remains somewhere between the two, and the 
fullest advantage has not been taken of its 
splendid opportunities. 


BEHIND THE SCENES. 

The atmosphere ' behind the scenes” in 
the making of a war film is finely main- 
tained, the acting is more than capable, the 
photography brilliant, and there are many 
fiying thrills and crashes. The direction 1s, 
on the whole, imaginative ard competent; 
but the story itself is a poor thing, from 
which only genius could make ahything ap- 
proaching this fine film. 

The story, supposed to have been written 
by Dick Grace, the well-known “stunt” 
flier, is a mixture of excellent flying scenes 
and very bad melodrama, which involves the 
murder of a demented film director by fnends 
of a ‘“‘stunt’’ airman. Three airmen, with 
their batman, are the survivors of a squadron 
which had dong great deeds in the War, and 
at the Armistice had vowed to keep together 
One of them had gotajobas a ‘‘stunt’’ flier 
in Hollywood, where he was discovered later 
by the others. 

They had all grinned ironically as America 
vowed to stand by its heroes, the irony being 
induced by the knowledge that each had lost 
the thing he valued most, ‘‘ Woody” had 
lost his money, ‘‘Gibby”’ his sweetheart, 
“Red " his job, and only Fritz, having 
nothmg to lose, lost nothing. ‘‘Gibby’s” 
sweetheart had married the film directoy, and 
from that comes the poor melodrama.

pertreval of the jealousy-maddened director, 
but his general acting may give a wrong 
impression of directorial methods. His von 
Furst is a brutal tyrant, a dictator whose 
voice strikes terror into his subordinates, He 
stalks about like an animated version of a 
war-time caricature of a German officer, and 
when he shouts ‘“‘Cameras’’ even the 
audience leaps to attention. He would not 
spare life to get his film effects, nor would 
he scraple to end the life of the man who 
was his wife’s betrothed in days of peace. 
‘Gibby " was to have taken the final 
‘stunt’ flight in the war film, and to get 
rid of him yon Furst poured acid on the 
controls of his machine; but it was ‘‘Woody”’ 
who went to his death. How that death was 
avenged, and how ‘‘Gibby,’’ too, met his 
death, is rather artificially contrived, but it 
is spectacularly thrilling.

LESSONS FROM THE DANES. 


The deputation, headed by Lord Antrim, 
which visited Denmark to study the 
methods of bacon-curing in that country, 
returned to Belfast last Saturday, . but 
details of their impressions and conclusions 
will not be fully available until they have 
reported to their various societies. 
members of the delegation were every- 
where hospitably received by the. Danes, 
and it is evident from the freedom given 
to the visitors in their inspection of 
factories and system of production and 
curing that Denmark fears little from the 
competition of Northern Ireland in the 
immediate future. 

It is gathered that the delegates were 
considerably impressed by all they were 
shown, and it may be that they were not 
shown everything. It seems that the 
Danes have had a very prosperous time, 
although their industry is at present de- 
pressed, and they are looking forward with 
confidence to better times. According to 
one critic the Danish farms are in perfect 
order, while the highest form of agricul- 
ture is practised. Moreover, the output is 
standardised both as to grading and 
quality, and, of course, in co-operation and 
marketing our rivals are supreme. 

If the reports of the Earl of Antrim and 
his colleagues are considered satisfactory, 
it is proposed to establish a large bacon- 
curing factory in the Glens of Antrim. In- 
dustry is superseding politics in these days 
of stress and difficulty.

‘Should a child; in any country, 
be nourished on trash’ Should a child, m 
our country, be nourished exclusively on 
matter which, harmless or even excellent in 
itself, tends to form its young mind in the 
ideals of an alien culture’ it is well, no 
doubt, that even a child should know and 
understand the outlook, as far as the develop- 
ment of its mind admits, of other nations; 
but it is far more important that it should be 
brought up in a knowledge and understand- 
ing of its own. people ana their history an 
cuiture. 

in dealing with Ireland we have to remem- 
ber, however, that the population of Ireland 
is, whatever the historical causes of this 
division, mixed, We must take things as 
they are. It is foolish, and worse than foolish, 
to attempt to stigmatise as ahen the outiook 
of any section of our population. Let us 
remember that even the irish language, even 
the Catholic faith, came from abroad. We 
may properly blame those who. persistently 
and exc.usively Jook towards the east; but 
we cannot rightly blame those for whom what 
is exclusively Irish is lacking in sufficient 
mental stimulus. There is room in Ireland 
for all opinions; our nationality should be a 
syuthesis of all, not a priert arbitrary ideal. 

Therefore, with the reservation just made, 
[ agree with Father Devane in asking for a 
much stiffer, or even prohibitive, tariff on 
the great bulk of the popular weeklies and 
monthhes, especially those which ‘make their 
appeal to women and to children, or cater 
avowedly for the ' home.” ‘The Budget 
tariff errs in being ill-considered and un- 
discriminating; or rather it discriminates in 
such a way as to tax the Spectator and the 
New Statesman, which are admirable, but 
not the vast bulk of the English “ yellow ”’ 
dailies and Sunday papers which pander to 
the love of sensation and unsavoury crime. 
if I had not exhausted your patience, sir, I 
might also suggest that the Irish Press and 
lrish weeklies and monthlies are not all 
immune from criticism.—Yours, etc.,

SENTIMENT AND POLICY, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—l should like to point out to your 
readers that Mr, de Valera and his party 
have hit upon a most unfortunate moment 
for their repudiation of the Oath, with its 
unplication of disloyalty to the King. There 
have been times in the history of English 
politics when the feeling roused would have 
heen much less bitter, when certain prominent 
English statesmen even dallied with the 
republican. idea, All that has changed 
within the last quarter of a century. The 
King’s illness, and the extraordinary wave 
of affection and sympathy that was evoked 
by it, may have been the starting point for 
this most dramatic change, but the sentiment 
to which I refer goes far deeper than that 
and extends to every member of this’ most 
hard-working Royal Family. They have all 
shown such sympathy and understanding for 
the difficulties to be faced by every class 
during the world depression that a very 
sincere respect has been added to the loyalt 
and affection they have always commanded: 
The Prince of Wales made a very moving 
appeal some weeks ago for personal service— 
the kind of servic’ so unstintingly given by 
himself and others of his family. Anyone 
who listened to that address must have felt 
that the speaker would have a hold upon the 
lrearts of his andience far bevond that given 
by the accident of position or rank. 


Mr. de Valera is fond of the appeal to 
sentiment. He believes it to be more im- 
portant than policy, and he must not be 
surprised if his own weapons recoil upon 
himself, It is quite true that in these davs 
of easy advertisement public sentiment is 
quickly roused: a uewspaper “ stunt” will 
do it. I can give him an interesting illustra- 
tion. Feeling against Russia has been 
strong owing to the reported slave conditions 
of forced labour, and also owing to the 
Russian attack on religion.

The Future of the Film. 

The film industry of the United States 
has fallen upon evil days and evil tongues. 
A correspondent of The Times summarises 
the fortunes of the leading picture com- 
panies in a table that leaves no doubt of 
the seriousness of their position. The 
great majority of the films shown in 
Dublin are produced by one or other of 
four corporations, and all four are in- 
volved in the depression. Shares which 
were quoted at over 100 three years ago 
are quoted now at 2; earnings per share 
have diminished, and it is likely that the 
returns at the end of the present year will 
show a further decrease. The financial 
difficulties of the bankers who control the 
industry, together with public inability 
to afford frequent visits to the cinema, are 
the most obvious explanations of Holly- 
wood's plight, but they are not the only 
explanations. For some time audiences 
in the United States have shown that 
they are dissatisfied with the quality of 
the entertainment which flickers before 
them ; there is a disconcerting demand for 
films which make some appeal to their 
common-sense. In the British Isles an 
even more sinister influence is at work. 
Audiences have come to feel that the best 
in this kind are but shadows, and vaude- 
ville entertainments are returning to their

Afforestation 
on a small scale is within the 
power of every citizen. Anybody can 
stick a seed or shoot in the ground, 
and the odds are that it will be a 
flourishing tree within not so many years. 
We do not recommend the haphazard 
planting of trees, without regard to the 
suitability of the place selected for their 
growth ; but Ireland is full of waste lands 
where trees would make all the difference 
between complete barrenness and beauty. 
It is unfortunate that some sort of legis- 
lation does not exist for the replacement of 
felled trees. If every landowner who cut 
down a tree had been obliged in the past 
to plant another in its stead, this country 
would possess a source not only of real 
beauty, sbut of constant and enduring 
wealth.. Tree-cutting has been altogether 
indiscriminate, and the sad result is that 
within a century Ireland has been reduced 
from a heavily wooded to a most sparsely 
wooded land. The Free State's Forestry 
Act of 1928 goes far, but not far enough. 
In any case, if not a point of law, re- 
afforestation ought to be a point of 
principle with landowners; and the 
ordinary citizen can play his part in most 
public areas throughout the countryside.

Some interest is manifested as to 
whether the Minister will introduce into 
the bill his “ cuts ’’ in the Civil Service, 
or whether legislation is considered neces- 
sary.

Duty on Pig fron. 

An import duty on pig iron is expected 
to be announced in the immediate future 
as the result of representations from tue 
iron and steel industry to the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee. Pig iron was 
excluded from the list of iron and steel 
imports upon which a duty of 334 
per cent. was leviec, but, ns ‘oon as the 
order was issued, the case for its inclusion 
was placed before Sir George May's Com- 
mittee. which has since given the matter 
its consideration. There is speculation on 
the amount c the duty to te imposed, 
but it is likely to be sufficient to aid 
British pig iron without making a great 
difference to those manufacturers to whom 
it is a raw material. 


The Passing of May. 


There will be few regrets at the passing 


of the present month—the wettest May for 


fifty years, In many parts the country- 
side is flooded, and crops have been re- 
tarded seriously at an important period of 
their development. The motor industry 
has suffered, since opportunities for motor- 
ing have been restricted by unpleasant 
conditions and flooded highways. The 
coast resorts complain that, at the best, 
the season has been thrown back a month, 
and, at the worst, a whole month has been 
cut out of the holiday period.

MEETING of those interested in 
A tobacco growing was held in, Navan 
yesterday. Messrs. M. O'Reilly, 

T.D., and J. P. Kelly, T.D., were present. 
"The Chairman (Mr. J.. Sweetman, Kells) 


“said that the meeting was held for the pur- 


pose of furthering the tobacco industry. 

Mr. M. O'Reilly, T.D., said that it was 
not easy for the people of the country to 
appreciate what had taken place as far as 
the tobacco industry was concerned, but cer- 
tainly it ought to be quite evident that the 
farmers of the country were now in a position 
to grow any crop that they pleased. Pobaooo 
was the aly one that. they were not allowed 
to grow hitherto; now it was free and with- 
out restrictiotis. He was satisfied that very 
good tobacco could be grown in Meath. 

Major Metge said that, taking a broad view 
of the matter, he thought the position of 
affairs was in too fluid a condition at present’; 
matters did not look sufficiently settled to 
@éncourage people to grow tobacco on any 
large séale. ey had no guarantee that the 
present Government was going to continue in 
power for the next, three,. four or five years, 
and they had still less guarantee that if the 
Opposition’ came inte power they. would not 
take the tax off again. People with some 
capital had to be, very careful before: they 
committed themselves to any scheme of 
Na a oer growing. The presént-day Govern- 

“might-not be the Government in six or 
twelve mofiths’ time, and that. made it a 
dificult problem to recommend any experi- 
ment in tobacto growing. 

Mr. Killeen said. that he started growing 
tobacco, but from the start of the Free State 
the growers were not let grow it because 
the Government were losing revenué. They 
grew the best tobacco) ' The manufacturers 
boycotted it ‘because they ‘were? aided and 
abetted by the Government. There was not 
a small farmer who could not grow from half 
a rood to half an acre, and if they got the 
2s. 6d. a pound for it they would make their 
fortune. 

Mr. Caffrey said that the taking off of the 
duty was a great success, but it did not go 
far enough. The farmer was in a bad finan- 
cial position at present, and not in a position 
to incur an initial outlay of £40 to £40.

FUNCTIONS OF SEX. 


The Committee . weleomes the emphasis 
given by the Bishops in the resolutions to 
the telamnech “that the functions ‘of sex 
as a God-given factor in human life are 
essentially noble and Pag hm sae _ 
emphasised by the words, “‘the sexuai in- 
atinet is a holy thing, implanted by God in 
human nature.”

There ig to-day, state the Committee, in 
novels, and more serious books, a widespread 
attack on the Christian standard of 
morals. An immense amount of self-sacrific- 
ing effort is being made by the rescue 
agencies of the Church to restore to the good 
life those who have given way to sexual sin. 
To combat the first, and to render more 
efficacious the second, we feel convinced that 
a definite’ policy of education on the part of 
the Church is necessary. 

The emphasis on the need of education for 
children, adolescents, and those about to be 
married, is most opportune. While -parish 
priests, parents and teachers should give to 
those who come under their care such teach- 
ing as they see to be needful, the points of 
most importance are that it should be given 
with discretion and reverence by those whom 
the learner has come to trust and respect. 


THE MARRIAGE TIE, 


Approval is also expressed of the emphasis 
laid upon “the duty of parenthood as the 
glory of married life.”’ hile agreeing that 
the bishops were careful to reaffirm, “ as 
our lLord’s principle and standard of 
marriage, a life-long and indissoluble union 
for better, for worse, of one man with one 
‘woman, to the exclusion of all others, the 
report expresses the opinion that they were 
” mó careful to maintain the consequences of 
the principle than to assert it. Indissolubility 
carries with it the consequence that divorce 
and remarriage are, by the Christian stan- 
dard, inadmissible,’ state the Committee. 
“ A subsequent union, therefore, of a divorced 

erson with a second partner while the first 
is still living cannot be blessed by the 
Church. But if the Church must refuse to 
bless such a union, there remains the ques- 
tion whether an innocent person who has re- 
married by civil process and desires to re- 
ceive Holy Communion should be admitted 
to this privilege. It seems mconsistent to 
refuse the lesser privilege of remarriage with 
the rites’ of the Church and then to concede 
the greater privilege of admission to Com- 
munion while the parties are living together 
as man and wife.’ 


BIRTH CONTROL, 


Discussing the “ most difficult subject ol 
birth control,” the report notes that the firm 
tone -of previous Lambeth Confererices * has 
en progressively qualified” since the Con- 
ence’ of » 1908 dewthibadh cháil -artifieial 
méans of restriction as demoralising to 
character and hostile to national welfare.” 
_. Referring to the bishops’ statement that 
“other methods than abstinence’’ may be 
used in some circumstances, the Committee 
state that a reason why they think that the 
effect of this has been unfortunate is that

Sick and Indigent Roomkeepers’ 
Society, which was founded in 1790 for 
the relief of the poor of all denomina- 

tions in the City of Dublin, and is the oldest 
non-sectarian charity of its kind in Dublin, 
held its annual meeting yesterday. at the 
offices in Palace street, Dublin. e Lord 
Mayor of Dublin (Alderman Alfred Byrne, 
TD) , presided. 

Mr. á Weekes (Secretary) read the 
report for 1951, in the course of which it 
was stated that during 1951 poverty had not 
decreased in the City of Dublin. During the 
year 4,575 deserving poor families, number- 
ing 20,920 persons, had been assisted at an 
expenditure of £2,697, an increase of £115 
over the previous year. The society aimed | 
at helping those who were ready and anxious, 
though temporarily unable, to help them- 
selves. The claims of the suddenly bereaved | 
widow and orphans were never denied, The | 
hard-working seamstress and the industrious 
petty dealer received suitable assistance to 
replenish their stock and resume their occu- | 
pations, 


THE HARRIED POOR, 


The Lord Mayor, in moving the adoption 
of the report, said that it was a splendid 
record, All their subscribers could be as- 
sured that none of their subscriptions went 
into undeserving pockets. There was no over- 
lapping. 

e of the troubles of this society, like 
others, was how to deal with the number of 
persons who called showing the notice to 
_— for rent due. It was sad to know of 
the number of people who were hunted from 
place to place, and came seeking a room, with 
their belongings tied up in a bundle in a

Mr. Comyn then told the jury that on the 
8th three Guards concealed themselves in 
the accused man’s house, and heard a con- 
versation between him and his mother. 

She said—‘‘ They gave me a terrible ques- 
tioning. I was great to hold up as I*did.”’ 
She also said—“ It is bad for you, Tom, and 
worse for me.”

SUICIDE ATTEMPT. 

On Marth 10th Byrne attempted to cut 
his throat/ in hie own house with a razor, 
which Guard Mulligan wrenched from him, 
and the accused man was sent to Castlebar 
Asylum, from which he was discharged on 
March 26th: He was then arrested. 

Counsel then put before the jary a conver- 
sation alleged to have taken place in a 
tinker’s camp on the evening of March 9th. 
He stated that Byrne left his own place and 
wandered a considerable distance over the 
country. On the evening of the 9th he met 
a tinker named McDonagh, who gave him a 
meal, after which they sat at the camp 
fire talking Byrne said that the Guards 
were after him taking statements about two 
old women who were killed in Knock. The 
tinker asked him did he kill them, and 
a sae replied that he did. The tinker 

ised him to go back to his own house, 
as the Guards would get suspicious. 

McDonagh asked tne did he get any 
money, and Byrne replied that he got a fair 
share in a purse that was round one woman's 
neck. He also said that he saw a bill for 
money paid somewhere in 1926. That, 
added counsel, was the deposit receipt found 
by the Guards. 


“I AM INNOCENT.” 


The tinker asked him how he killed the 
women, and Byrne said that he did it with 
the flat bar “ strap ’ of a harrow. He also 
told McDonagh that he broke the women’s 
arms, and that there were cattle in the house, 

All those dileged statements could not, 
said Mr. Comyn, be invented by the tinker, 
who later identified Byrne as the man who 
had been with him at the camp on the 9th. 

On the way to Galway Jail on remand the 
accused man said to  Detective-Sergeant 
Kinsella that the man who identified him 
was on the road outside his house a few 
days before the Mulkeens were murdered. 
The tinker came out of Sligo Jail on the 
Saturday before the Monday of the murder. 

Byrne made another statement to the 
Guards, in the course of which he said: 
“I am innocent of the whole , and i 
am not afraid to meet my God, ill I te 
sent before the Military Tribunal? 1 knew 
them two old women all my life, and God 
forbid I would do anything to them.”’ 

Mr. Comyn, pe ca ing, said that the two 
old women were murdered for the money 
that they kept in the house, They had not 
made a lodgment in the bank since 1926. 
They lived gs fy and evidence would be 
aige of sums ‘to them for cattle and 
or eggs. Byrne Mhi there was money in 
Mulkeens house, and evidence would be 
given that Byrne was in need of money. 


THE EVIDENCE. 

Austin Jordan, shopkeeper, Ballyhaunis, 
gave evidence that on January 25 last the 
accused man brought him a fequest from 
Mary Mulkeen to send her out 12s. 2d. worth 
of provisions and change for a £5 note. 
The order was executed by his lorry man, 
who brought back the £5 note.

At 5 o'clock, when he re- 
turned, the body of Ellen Mulkeen was 
viable, and one of the cattle was standing 
on her head eating hay. 


INJURIES DESCRIBED. 


Dr. Waldron described the position of the 
bodies» when he found them in the or 
Ellen's right leg was resting on Mary's 
The skin was torn off part of Ellen’s hands 
and feet and ofí her forehead, and her left 
arm was broken, a punctured wound being 
above the elbow. The front ribs were broken, 
but the latter injury was post-mortem. He 
believed that the broken arm was not caused 
by direct violence, and that it could have 
been caused by a mere twisting of the arm. 

On ag i a body he found a jagged wound 
over the left eye, and a smaller punctured 
wound about an inch away. The larger wound 
had the appearance of aving been caused 
by a blunt instrument, and the smaller one 
by a sharp instrument. 

At the post-mortem examination on Mary’s 
body it was found that all the ribs were 
broken on the right side, and three on the 
left. Those injuries were caused before death, 
as also was the piercing of one lung by a 
broken rib. Death in each case was caused 
by shock and hemorrhage. 

Witness had attended Ellen for chronic 
cancer of the leg, and she was feeble and 
emaciated, 

To Mr. Hogan he stated that, from the 
position of the bodies, Ellen would a 
to have died after } Mary. At the inquest he 
gave the opinion that Ellen had died from 
natural canses, from exhaustion through 
cancer, and exposure to cold. The fracture St

From Our ÁSTRONOMICAL- 
CORRESPONDENT, 


THE PLANETS. _ 


A ERCURY is in Superior Conjunction 
‘on the 13th, and is therefore a 
morning star at the beginning of June, 
and an evening star at the end of the 
month: ' During the last week he sets 
nearly an hour and a half after the Sun, 
and there is therefore a chance of seeing 
him with the unaided eye. A pair of 
binoculars will often detect him on such 
occasions in twilight, when the naked eye 
has failed. 

Venus is in Inferior Conjunction on the 
20th, and leaves the evening for the morn- 
ing sky. At this Inferior Conjunction she 
will be some 3° South of the Sun, and 
there will therefore not be an opportunity 
of seeing her as both morning and evening 
star, as sometimes happens when she 
comes to Inferior Conjunction at mid- 
summer. Her crescent becomes rapidly 
slimmer and her diameter larger, and her 
interest as a telescopic object greater. 
With an equatorial telescope it is ible 
to observe her right through her Inferior 
Conjunction when she clears the Sun by 
such a wide margin as will be the case 
this time. . 

The observations must, of course, be 
made in daylight. The very slender 
crescent never wholly disappears, and the 
points embrace an arc of more than 180°, 
sometimes very much more, and occasion- 
ally they may be seen to meet, making the 
crescent into a complete circle. This 
effect is due to the Atmosphere of Venus, 
which, refracting the Sun's light, just as 
does our own, brings the Sun above the 
horizon when actually he is below it. _ 

Or, to put it another way: the illumi- 
nated portion of Venus is more than half 
of her sphere; a condition possible with.a 
planet of an atmosphere, but not 
with a naked globe like the Moon. When 
Venus transits the Sun, a brilliant thread 
of sunlight encompasses her all round 
while she has yet only just made contact 
with the Sun’s. edge... These refraction 
phenomena give us a good deal of infor- 
mation about the planet’s atmosphere, 


which. cannot be less dense than our own, 


and may be a good deal more. 


PUZZLING PHENOMENA. 

A puzzling phenomenon about Venus 
when in the slender crescent phas as she 
is at present, is the occasional visibility of 
her dark hemisphere. The visibility of the 
dark hemisphere of the Moon, well known 
as the “Old Moon in the arms oí the 
New,” is familiar, and easily explained. 
The Earth is full to the Moon when the 
latter is New to the Earth, and is a super- 
Moon to her, giving more than 16 times 
as much light as the Full Moon does wo 
us. The Moon’s dark hemisphere is 
flooded with this radiance, and thus re- 
vealed to our eyes, the narrow crescent of 
direct illumination being insufficient to 
drown it. 

But Venus has no Moon, nor any form 
of lesser light to rule her nights, so it is 
difficult to account for the occasional 
visibility of her dark outline, which is too 
well attested to be doubtful. It has been 
seen faintly, but quite unquestionably, 
from Armagh Observatory on several oc- 
casions during the last few weeks. It has 
been suggested that the outline of the 
planet’s dark limb may be projected on 
the zodiacal light. Another possible sug- 
gestion is that the light may be due to 
Aurora borealis in the atmosphere . of 
Venus. Being much nearer the Sun, the 
auroral displays of Venus would much ex- 

in splendour And extent those of 
our atmosphere. : 

Mars rises in the small hours, and is 
quite inconspicuous. , 

Jupiter sets before midnight, «nd the 
time for observing him is getting short. 

Saturn is slowly improving his posi- 
tion for the Northern obscerver. He has 
passed into the constellation Caprjcornus, 
and is almost exactly in line with the 
stars Alpha and Beta of that asterism. 
These are a pair strongly resembling 
Castor and Pollux in miniature, even 
to tha extent that Alpha is double, 
though a much wider double than Castor. 
It is, in fact, easily visible to the naked 
eye as a pair. Saturn will be found in 
line with these two stars early in June. 
rising at 11.30 p.m. on the Ist. His 
ring system is closing gr-duallv. and will 
continue to close till 1935. The planet 
has passed to the North of the parallel 
of 20° South. which will have some little 
effect for the better “in telescopic views 
of his details during the coming season. 
Though a much more difficult object than 
Jupiter, he will give up most of his 
secrets to a 2in. telescope, if the glass 
be of good quality, and the magnifying 
power not less than 50,or thereabouts. 
Since the two brilliant planets. Jupiter 
and Venus, which have been with us for 
the whole of the past winter and spring. 
are about to pass away from the ken cf 
the observer for.a time, Saturn will be a 
welcome object of fresh interest during 
the summer and autumn. 


THE MOON. 
New Moon on the 4th, at 9.16 a.m. 
First Quarter on the 11th, at 9.39 p.m. 
Full Moon on the 18th, at 12.38 p.m. 
Last Quarter on the 25th, at 8.56 p.m. 
The Full Moon on the 18th will be at the 
unurually low Southern Declination of 28° 
16’ South, or 5° further South than the 
Sun at midwinter. The midsummer Full 
‘Moon, looming low and red on the 
Southern horizon will be an impressive 
sight in the twilight of the June night, 
particularly so in the Northern parts of 
the British Isles. In Belfast the max!- 
mum altitude of the Full Moon on the 
night of the 18th will be less than 8°. 
An instrument, fairly common and 
cheap nowadays, calle the inverting 
ebinocular, ee! “AR some interesting and 
unexpected effects when. used on a low 
Moon. It is merely an ordinary pair of 
binoculars, but without the erecting 


| prisms, so that objects are seen upside 


down. Most of those who have used 
prismatic binoculars have noticed the 
curious stereoscopic, or sometimes anti- 
atereoscopic, effects produced by them. 
When the instrument is inverting, the 
stereoscopic effects are sometimes inverted 
too. The Moon. looked at through a 
tree or between chimneys, will appear to

Similarly, stars viewed throu h a leafless 
tree look like sparkles of light suspended 
mysteriously in mid-air a most within 
reach of the observer. 


THE SUN. 

,.. The Sun enters the sign of Cancer on 
the 2ist, at 3 p.m. This day is, there 
fore, technically the longest day. Ac- 
tually, the Sun at that date has just 
sed from the constellation of Taurus 
into-Gemini, and is close to the stars Mu 
and Eta Geminorum. 

Solar activity has been at a very low 
ebb for some time, and seems to be still 
on the down-grade. Spots are small, few,

LABOUR PARTY’S 
ATTITUDE TO THE OATH. 


By Our LABOUR CoRRESPONDENT. 


HE need for a scientific re-organisation 
ia of transport services, which would 
i eliminate wasteful competition was re- 
ferred to by the Lord Mayor of Dublin 
yesterday when he opened the thirty-fifth

PEOPLE INTENDED.

When they stood up 
for their own national rights here they stood 
up for them out of the sheer conviction that 
these rights were inalienable rights. 

He asked Mr. Lathan to assure the British 
Parliamentary Labour Party that, so far as 
the hrish working: class was concerned, they 
would continye to live on the most cordial 
térms with their comrades in Britain. The 
lrish working class realised that they were 
part and parcel of the international working 
class movement, and they had no intention 
of separating from it. Once the Oath was 
removed they would have removed one barrier 
to the fullest possible co-operation between 
the democracies of Ireland and Britain. In 
the stand they took here they were not assum: 
ing the réle of arrogant nationalism. They 
in Ireland recognised that they could make a 
contribution to human weifare and human 
progress in the world. If they insisted on 
their national rights it was to be better able 
to play a big part in that welfare and pro- 
gre_s. (Applause.) 

The Lord Mayor and Mr. Norton were 
accorded a hearty vote of thanks on the 
motion of Mr. Burnley (Leeds), seconded by 
Mr. Bell (Wimbledon). 

On behalf of the Irish branches in general, 
Mr, Flanagan. Chairman of the Reception 
Committee, extended a welcome to the visit- 
ing delegates. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 
The President, Mr. T. H. Gill (York), in 


his address, said that as he was leaving the 
railway service at the end of this week he 
felt that it was most htting that his activities 
in “he R.C.A. should conclude with that Con- 
ference. It was fitting, too, that they were 
meeting in Ireland; for he had already pre- 
sided over R.C.A. Conferences in England, 
Scotland ‘and Wales, and he had just 
managed to round off his record. (Cheers.) 

That was only the second time that their 
Conference had met in Ireland. They were 
in Dublin in 1915, when the Conference was 
attended by 197 delegates, who represented 
259 branches and about members. 
‘chsa they had over 500 delegates, with 442 
branches and about 59,000 members. In 1915 
a Dublin member made some very good 
speeches, and to-day he was the R.C.A. 
Secretary for Ireland and a Senator in the 
Free State Parliament. (Applause.) 

For some years before and ever since 
1915, their members in Ireland had loyally 
supported the Association, and he was sure 
that their Irish members would agree that 
they had considerable assistance from the 
Association. He regretted that since last year 
they had lost through death Mr. McKenna, 
who worked in their Irish office. 


THE IRISH MEMBERS. 


“ Our members in Ireland,” he continued, 
‘‘ are playing a prominent part in the Labour 
and trade union movements in the country. 
In addition to Mr. O'Farrell, their Mr. Davin 
was a member of the Irish Parliament. It 
is pleasing that, notwithstanding deep differ- 
ences of opinion, especially in regard to 
religion and politics, our members in Ireland 
have always been united and friendly in cheir 
R.C.A. work. Their delegates have even 
been welcome visitors to our corferences in 
Great Britain, and I am certain that ow 
members throughout Ireland are delighted 
that we are meeting this week in their own 
country.”” (Hear, hear.) : 

The President, having detailed at some 
length the history of the Association and 
its activities, pointed to what they had 
achieved. They had, he said, maintained 
the right of the men to belong to the R.C.A. ; 
they proved the need for the Association ; 
established the right of the Association to 
be officially recognised as the representative 
of their grades; negotiated for their grades 
on all railways national agreements, which 
standardised and greatly improved their con- 
ditions; ‘ensured that their conditions of 
employment after the amalgamation should 
not be worse than immediately before, and 
that redundants who were dismissed should 
be compensated; and so far had maintained 
unimpaired their basic conditions of employ- 
ment 


THE CONTROL OF TRANSPORT. 


They might feel gratified that because of 
the E.C.A. their conditions to-day were so 
much better than they used to be, but they

A DUBLIN RESOLUTION, 


The Dublin No. 1 Branch submitted the 
following resolution :— 

“That this conference declares that it is 
only through a comprehensive system of trans- 
port, linking up all forms of railway, road, 
water and air services, operating under a 
Ministry of Transport, that the industrial and 
social ends of the community can be effectively 
met. In this connection it regards as utterly 
inadequate the transport legislation recently 
enacted by the Oireachtas, approves the terms 
of the Transport and Communications Bill, in- 
troduced into Dail Eireann by the Irish Labour 
Party in November, 1923, and requests the 
Labour Party in Oireachtas to take all steps 
practicable to have legislative effect given to 
this much-needed measure in the interests of 
transport. efficiency.”’ 

Councillor O'Sullivan, proposing the resolu- 
tion, said that on Friday last they had an 
interview with the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce on the matter, and he had in- 
timated to them that legislation with regard 
to this would be introduced in the autumn 


the publicity given to it he submitted there 
was no great necessity to enter into details. 
They did not know. on what lines the Minister 
would proceed, but there was evident need 
for precaution. © He wished to repudiate in 
most emphatic manner a newspaper statement 
on this question. He wanted to say, on behalf 
of the Minister, that they were received in 
the most courteous, friendly and sympathetic 
manner. The passing of the resolution would 
have the effect that, in September or October, 
they would know where they stood, and that 
they could go back to the Minister and give 
him this declaration on the lines on which 
transport should be met in the Free State. 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. 
Johnston (Belfast). : 

Mr. A. G. Walkden, General Secretary, 
speaking to the resolution, said that the 
Executive Committee wholeheartedly sup- 
ported the resolution. He referred to the 
number of deaths from road accidents, and 
said that in Ireland about 200 people were 
killed and 200 injured in road accidents 
“ngan; That showed how dangerous to 
the public road transport was. A proper 
National Transport Board, dissociated 
entirely from Parliament, was required to co- 
ordinate all transport services and supply 
the public with the service they wanted at 
the minimum cost and with a maximum of 
safety. 

He complained that the railway companies 
had to pay millions annually for the upkeep 
of their services, while the road transport 
companies used the roads paid for by the 
public, and had not to meet those charges 
which the railways had to bear. 

The resolution was adopted. 

The Conference then went into private 
session, and the public session will be 
resumed this morning.

Last night a reception and dance was given 
to the delegates in the Mansion House by the 
Lord Mayor and the Lady Mayoress of 
Dublin.

HISTORY OF THE FESTIVAL. 


The Tailteann Games Festival, which is 
being held in Dublin next month, was the 
subject of an address given Ly Mr. J. J. 
Keane to the members of the Dublin Rotary 
Club in Clery’s Restaurant yesterday. Mr. 
Kevin J. Kenny presided. 

Mr. Keane gave a brief survey of the 
historic aspect of the festival. The Fair or 
Assembly of Tailte, he said, was a national 
institution when Ireland came into history, 
The earliest authentic records of this great 
festival of sport and the arts were associated 
with the death and burial of the renowned 
Queen Tailte, wife of King Eochaidh Mav Ere, 
the last Firbolg monarch of Erin. Roughly 
speaking, the Tailteann Games were 5,500 
years old, and for more than 2,800 years they 
were held regularly on the plains of Tara, 

Following the Anglo-Norman invasion in 
A.D. 1170, the holding of the Games was 
abandoned, because the Gael’s ownership of 
his country was in dispute. For seven 
centuries the Gael was never at peace, but 
with the settlement of 1921 it was decided 
that the time was ripe for a revival of the 
ancient festival, and the first revived Aonach 
took place in 1924. The success of that 
Aonach was “ phenomenal,’’ and the scene 


would live long in the memory of those who 
witnessed it.
